Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-15 and 22-36 are allowed. Cancelled claim 6 has been 
incorporated into amended claim 1. Cancelled claims 16-21 are directed to a non- 
elected invention as referenced in paper No. 8. Th^^llowed claims have been 
renumbered 1-29. 

The following is an examiner's statemenff df reasons for allowance: Applicants 
claimed a physical sign for placing on an iter^ror sale that has a preprinted website 
address and a unique identifier that provi^led/rect access to a web page containing 
information about the item for sale at Q\clgssified ad website. The Examiner used the 
combination of Klingman (US 5,799.28^^ jBhane (US 5,793,972) and Burns(Signs of the 
Times) to show a piece of printed matter bearing a website address and a unique 
identifier for accessing the website t6 view an item for sale. However, Klingman merely 
shows a website for posting goods for sale by users, but does not show a sign or a 
website address with a unique ideruifier or a classified ad website listing multiple goods 
for sale. Burns merely shows a billboard advertising a product with a website address 
printed on it, but does not show a upique identifier. Shane merely shows a direct mail 
coupon with a webCrte URL contairjing a unique identifier that directs the coupon 
recipient to a web page containingyjDroduct offers, but does not show a physical sign 
placed on an item for sat^r m^ns for a seller to obtain a unique identifier associated 
with the seller's goods. Therefore, this combination of prior art neither anticipates nor 
fairly and reasonably teaches a sign to be placed on an item for sale in conjuction with

listing the item at a classified ad website along with a unique identifier that is obtained 
by the seller, listed on the sign and entered at the website by a potential buyer in order 
to view a webpage containing information on the specific item for sale. Accordingly the 
invention has been determined to be patentable by the Examiner.
